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THOSE TAX ARREARS 

On recommendation of the finance com- 
mittee, the city council is to offer a reduct- 
ion of 10 per cent for prompt payment of 
tax arrears. In substance, council will ‘‘for- 
get” penalties in respect to arrears dating 
back before December, 1931, on condition 
that the principal be paid before a certain 
date. 

That is something more than good busi- 
ness, It is a necessity of the case. The city 
needs money, not property. As matters 
stand it is about an even chance which it 
will get where there are arrears of more 
than one year. 

It will be better to accept the princi- 
pal and write off the arrears than to 
persist in trying to collect both and having 
to take over more lots and houses and 
business buildings to add to the long list of 
these encumbrances the city already has 
and does not know what to do with. 


“STEERING” THE CONFERENCE 


If the delegates at the conference in 
London can do nothing else they can still 
set up new committees. They set up a new 
one on Tuesday; a drafting committee, to 
tell the steering committee which way to 
steer. Mr. Bennett was included in the new 
path-finding body, in the role of “‘peace- 
maker” the reports explained significantly. 

The program evolved by this drafting 
body is enlightening as to the temper of its 
members, if not encouraging as to the out- 
come of the conference. It proposes that 
the conference be kept going until toward 
the end of July; and that to make the 
going smooth all contentious questions 
shall be shelved and only those things talk- 
ed about on which there is known to be 
entire unanimity. The subjects on which 
there is known to be disagreement to be 
left to another conference, which may be 
held this fall. ; 

This plan is that the conference which 
was to “save civilization from collapse” 
shall convert itself into an international 
quilting party, give up trying to break the 
dead-lock in world trade, and spend the 
next couple of weeks babbling unanimous 
agreement on matters of minor conse- 
quence, Civilization to be left to “col- 
lapse” or survive as it may until the dele- 
gates meet again. 

This program from the drafting commit- 
tee simply states the terms upon which it 
is proposed that the conference shal! sur- 
render to the gold countries. If it is ac- 
cepted, that will be formal admission that 
the latter have made good their threat to 
wreck the conference if they were not 
allowed to rule it. The proposal to spend 
the next two weeks in the exchange of 
small talk is only intended to obscure the 
fact that it has been wrecked 

If the non-gold countries have not the 
courage now to proceed to set their affairs 
in order, without the acquiescence of the 
gold minority, there is no reason to sup- 
pose they would do that next fall or next 
year. And it is quite certain that the gold 
countries, having won the first round, 
would come back to the next conference 
more than ever determined to dominate 
the proceedings or block them. 

Should the conference accept this recom- 
mendation from its drafting committee it 
may as well adjourn now as two weeks 
hence, and adjourn sine die. What the 
drafting committee has advised the steer- 
ing committee to do is to steer the confer- 
ence onto the rocks. 


WAGES, NOT “DOLES'’ 

The city council is still struggling with 
the problem of relief; in particular, with 
the question as to whether it must con- 
tinue to hand out relief as a “dole” or can 
use the money to pay men wages for work 
done. 

Council is unanimous on the point that it 
is better to pay men wages for work than 
to give them subsistence allowances in 

or kind without any return. The tax- 
payers, needless to say, are unanimous on 
the same subject, including those tax-pay- 
ers who are on relief, Nobody wants the 
“dole” system continued; unless it is the 
Provincial or Dominion government 

But under the present arrangement, 
council is not a free agent. The govern- 
ments contribute one third each to the cost 
of giving the agreed subsistence allowance 
to ilies on relief. But they do not con- 
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tribute to the cost of providing tools with 
which to do work, or materials. Not much 
work can be done without tools and mater- 
ials of some sort. So far as the govern- 
ments’ contributions ere concerned, the 
arrangement narrows down to the pay- 
ment of “doles”, and while that arrange- 
ment stands the money they provide can 
only be used for “direct relief”. 

At present the Governments are con- 
tributing about $30,000 per month each to 
“direct relief’ in Edmonton. For that they 

et no return, and the city gets no return, 

he money cannot be used to pay wages, 
because the city cannot supply the neces- 
sary tools and materials to make relief 
work projects feasible. 

It is possible that relief could be admin- 
istered in a more absurd and wasteful way, 
but that is doubtful. Edmonton needs miles 
of street improvement. Petitions are on file 
at the city hall asking for street gravelling 
and other improvements totalling $175,- 
000. This is work the unemployed men 
could do, and would be glad to do. It could 
be done with no added cost but that of the 
materials required. But it is not being 
done. And under the present arrangement 
the Governments might go on paying 
$60,000 relief money per month to the city 
for years without that or any other work 
being done as a result. 

It is time for a new deal in this matter. 
The longer this wasteful procedure con- 
tinues the worse for all parties concerned. 
If nothing better can be considered, council 
might suggest to the Governments that 
they pay the $30,000 per month each to the 
city without conditions attached, and leave 
the city to take care of the relief situation 
entirely. 

There is good reason to think that $90,- 
000 per month spent as wages and mater- 
ials for constructive undertakings would 
do more to improve the employment situa- 
tion than is being done by the distribution 
of that sum each month as “‘direct relief.”

bring about the amputation of 
the hand or the arm 

In today’s article I am going to 
describe to you some of the most 
common conditions that may 
affect the hands: 

Eczema affecting the nail: The 
most frequent nail disorder is 
probably caused by eczema which 
spreads from the adjacent skin 
tissue and attacks the nail root, 
causing a swelling and painful 
throbbing around the nail. In 
severe eczerna the entire nail 
may be lost or there may be a 
thickening of the nail which 
turns to a yellow color and 
curves over the end of the finger 
like a claw 

Arthritis is probably the most 
serious common disorder which 
affects the hands as it causes a 
severe crippling and enlargement 
of the finger joints. Not only is 
the function or movement lost, 
but the patient is agonized by the 
painful inflammation Local 
treatments are of very little value 
in overcoming arthritis or even 
eczema. Though these disorders 
sometimes affect the hands, they 
cannot actually be considered 
diseases of the hands but are of 
a systemic nature and must be 
treated as such 

Felons inflammations which 
may affect the finger tip toward 
the underside the infection 
usually occurring through a small 
wound such as @ pin prick.

The end of the finger swells, 
turns red and throbs. At first 
the part is hard, red and firm, 


but after pus forms a softening 
takes place. The danger of a 
neglected felon is that part of 
the bone may die, and it takes 
considerable time before the 
dead bone will work itself out; 
even then the finger is distorted 
in shape. The best treatment is 
to consult a doctor as soon as 
this type of infection noticed 
for the finger may have to be 
opened and drained 

Splinters under the nail occur 
most frequently with children 
Usually the splinter forces dirt 
and bacteria into the wound. Pus 
may collect, causing pain. The 
majority of splinters may be re- 
moved by applying an antiseptic 
and then using a sterilized needle 
point. Sometimes it is not easy 
to remove all the bits of splinter 
at home and, if the finger throbs, 
it is an indication that further 
treatment is needed. In some 
cases the doctor may have to cut 
out a small part of the nail and 
cleanse the part. In other cases 
simply soaking the nail in hot 
water is of value, provided the

splinter has not penetrated too 
deeply. 
Paronychia: This is also 


known as a “run-around” and is 
an inflammation which may start 
from a hangnail. The swelling 
usually begins at one side but 
extends around the nail with an 
outline something like a capital 
“C." When the inflammation 
reaches the stage where pus is 
formed, the pus may get in be- 
tween the nail root and its bed, 
lifting the nail and causing pain 
The pain is sometimes relieved 
by soaking in hot water or apply- 
ing hot packs; however, it is a 
wise plan to have a doctor ex- 
amine the nail as he would know 
whether the finger should be 
opened for draining away the 
pus. Healing always follows more 
quickly where drainage is good.

' The Passing Show 
By J. S. Cowper 


Similarities between the World Economic Con- 
ference in its latter stages and the unsatisfactory 
Peace Conference at Versailles at the close of the 
war are provoked by the feeling that the prota- 
gonists are pretty much the same and the results 
equally far from providing permanent salution. 
While it is true that 66 nations were represented 
in the London Conference as compared with the 
dozen or so at Versailles, the fact is that at both, 
United States, Great Britain and France were the 
actual arbiters, with the rest in the role of on- 
lookers. 

Some of the delegates must have felt like gate- 
crashers to be present at all. The choicest story 
from the conference is that concerning the police- 
man at the door of the Geological Museum. He 
was afraid that several had crashed the gate and 
determined to stop them. Perhaps he had heard 
of that episode at Aintree one Grand National day, 
when some of the fraternity saw a raw cop at the 
gate where officials and the press were admitted. 

One after another they walked boldly by utter- 
ing the magic word “Judge.” 

The cop grew suspicious and stopped one chap. 
“There've been five judges gone by already,” he 
said. 

“Well,” said the smart guy, giving the cop a 
stony look and passing on, “there are six races, 
aren't there?” 

The dapper gent who wanted to push by into 
the Economic Conference was the délegate from 


Panama. He explained that he was representing 
Panama. Said the cop suspiciously: “Panama! 
Why that isn’t a country. That's a canal!”

There's a similarity, too, between the attitude 
and orientation of the negdtiators at both confer- 
ences. The American delegate from whom so much 
was expected in the way of leading and idealism. 
seems to have gone there in much the same spirit 
of good intention and hopeless unpreparedness as 
did President Wilson at Versailles 

France on each occasion proved the buffer 
against which United States idealism spent its 
force and retired reeling. The French as individuals 
are the most practical of people. As a nation they 
are single-minded in their purpose to get the best 
out of any situation for France. The reason for 
the French attitude is not hard to seek. They are 
living in the cockpit of Europe, with frontiers 
against Belgium, Switzerland, Germany, Italy and 
Spain. Even the Great War was not a complete 
and isolated thing to them in the sense which 
British and more particularly American eyes can 
view it. It is to thefm one chapter only in an un- 
completed historic series of conflicts with an his- 
toric rival. No French statesman, in working out 
settlements, could take the detached view of the 
Great War of a British statesman whose country 
is ramparted by the seas, or of an American presi- 
dent whose country is secure beyond the oceans 
and whose borders have neither fort nor gun 

Statesmanship so far as our own Canada is con- 
cerned will have to work out what remedies it 
can for freeing trade and stabilizing currencies 
directly with statesmanship in United States and 
the Mother Country. That is a task which could 
lift politics in Canada from being the meanest of 
trades into the highest of pursuits 


Canadians who want to get a perspective on the 
Versailles negotiations through the eyes of a 
trained and highly capable observer—one who was 
present at most of the sessions—will find it in 
John Maynard Keynes’ newly-published “Essays in 
Biography” (Macmillan’s in Canada). He pictures 
the “Tiger” of France and Lloyd George like a 


Welsh witch, working on Wilson from opposite 
directions, to the undoing of the latter 
Clemenceau, he says, was “by far the most 


eminent member of the council,’ and “had taken 
the measure of his colleagues.” He portrays him. 
with his age. his character and his wit, with no 
papers or portfolio, his hands always encased in 
grey suede gloves, his eyes often closed, his face 
impassive as parchment, conserving his strength 
for important occasions A short sentence, de- 
cisive or cynical, an incisive question, sometimes 
a@ curt abandonment of his ministers, he sat there 
master cof the situation. He was a noble figure in 
Keynes’ estimation 


Subtlety, he says, was the strength and weak- 
ness of Lloyd George Of him he says 


He is rooted in nothing. He is void and 
without content. He lives and feeds on his 
immediate surroundings; he is an instrument 


and a pluyer at the same time; he plays on the

Wilson, he says, was neither hero, prophet or 
philosopher, but a generously-intentioned man, 
lacking that dominating intellectual equipment 
that was necessary for him to deal with the others 
His temperament was not primarily that of a 
student or scholar; he had not the culture of the 
world that marked Clemenceau or Lord Balfour 
he was like an evangelical minister, his thought 
and temperament essentially theological and not 
intellectual, with all the strength and weaknesses 
of that manner of thought, feeling and expression

her heart of stone might blunt the blade of the 
bravest knight-errant. This blind and deaf Don 

Quixote was entering a cavern, where the 

swift and glittering blade was in the hands of

The world now knows that the President had 
not thought out any comprehensive scheme for 
the League of Nations. He could have preached a 
sermon on any one of his Fourteen Points, but 
when it came to practice, his ideas were nebulous 
and incomplete. He had not the mental agility of 
a Lloyd George. In conference he had no resource 
and was unready with alternatives. Says Keynes: 

Day after day, week after week, he allowed 
himself to be closeted unsupported, unadvised 
and alone with men much sharper than him- 
self in situations of supreme difficulty, where 
he needed for success every description of 
resource, fertility and knowledge. He allowed 
himself to be drugged by their atmosphere, to 
discuss on the basis of their plans and of their 
data, and to be led along their paths 

At times of great moment a man of farsighted- 
ness is invaluable. Carlyle says that we get the 
word king from “kouning,” that the king was the 
man who saw further and truer than his fellows, 
and that today the man who sees most truly and 
far is the real king

None of these things have or ever will have 
any constructive remedial effect, because, in each 
instance the proposed course of action commences 
by ignoring the commercial cancer which ate 
through the vitals of world commerce and brought 
about world bankruptcy 

Observant knights of the itching palm long ago 
noted the sure profits which could be gained by 
the control of the distribution and sale of any 
commodity which the public at large must have. 
As long ago as the reign of Queen Elizabeth the 
Statutes of Monopoly were passed to prevent the 
knights of the itching palm from getting control, 
These statutes formed the basis of public safe- 
guard all over the world until the close of the 
late World War 

Then in the wild commercial gyrations which 
followed the armistice, the monopolists got into the 
saddle again and selected their own field of action 
on a world-wide scale. 

This is what struck the world and caused world 
bankruptcy, You will be well advised to memorize 
the following explanation 

Organized greed of the world turned to the 
project of securing, and in large measure secured, 
control of the secondary industries of the world; 
and placed all these secondary industries on a 
fixed-price profit-earning basis by means of tariffs, 
quotas, embargoes and treasury rulings. 

Basic productive industries were left on a world- 
price basis; hampered in marketing facilities by 
inability to barter. That is to say, natural produce 
of one nation could not be used to purchase mer- 
chandise from another nation because the tariffs, 
embargoes and quotas barred the way. Sales could 
only be made for cash; and in each case foreign 
nationals would only import outside natural pro- 
ducts on a hand-to-mouth basis, theree being no 
incentive to barter for profit. 

This system of secondary industry control could 
only last until the basic producers attained to a 
condition of bankruptcy throughout the world 
This condition was*attained in 1928-29 and the 
whole house of cards came down 

Under the lending at interest system, the chief 
secondary industry is banking; the second is man- 
ufacturing; and the third is distribution as well of 
credit—(other than bank credits)—as of merchan- 
dise. Under monopolistic control, these secondary 
industries first bankrupt their customers; and then 
bankrupt themselves as a result of destroying the 
buying power of their customers, who are the basic 
producing and wage-earning classes 

This is a definite non-political statement of 
what struck the world and the World Economic 
Conference has spent several weeks trying to evade 
this truth or escape from its consequences. 
Stabilization of currencies means 
chief secondary industry, banking 
profit basis. without extending any 
profit privilege to natural products 

The week means placing the 
secondary industries on a fixed- 
profit basis by bringing in more men at less wage

per ‘week to strengthen the battle cry that the 
only purpose of the tariff is to keep up wages. The 
answer is that in the secondary industries the 


wage costs are controlled at not more than fifteen 
per cent of the wholesale selling price; whereas 
the present somewhat high tariffs average about 
forty-eight per cent of that price. This is a fair 
explanation of world conditions; and the difference 
would be unearned profit except for the fact that 
the inevitable loss of buying power by the pur- 
chasing classes bankrupts the entire system 

Should it be true that only crazy people would 
strain all the national resources to keep in force 
a system which must surely result in world bank- 
ruptcy, then we must be crazy for that is just what 
we are doing in a world economic conference 
whose membership is composed of those who are 
supposed to have the largest individual supplies 
of sane brain power in the world. The rest of us 
must be difficult to classify from a mental stand- 
point.

Within the next few hours the 
echo of hammers, the sound of 
drills and machinery, the medley 
of human voices as busy men 
and women hurry to and fro, and 
the strange sounds of many ani- 
mals will swell into an anthem of 
creation, while the magic city of 
the Edmonton Exhibition rises as 
in a dream out at the Fair 
Grounds.
